Plateau Residents Tell City: 
Keep Perpendicular Parking

Members of council and residents both made significant 
contributions to the plans for reconstruction of Plateau 
Place and a section of Ridge Road at the city's public hear¬ 
ing on July 9. Those ideas have been forwarded to the en¬ 
gineering firm for some redrawing of the plans. The city 
staff hopes the final decision can be made at the next coun¬ 
cil meeting (August 13) allowing the work to be completed 
sometime this fall. The projects will be funded with Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grants: $104,000 for Plateau 
Place and $94,000 for Ridge Road. The streets will be 
widened, resurfaced and curbs and gutters added. 

Progressive Engineering of 
Laurel drew up two plans for

Although there was little 
that the City Council could 
do to restore school bus 
transportation to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School from 
the core of Greenbelt this 
fall, citizens were permitted 
to speak for two hours on 
the issue at a City Council 
meeting that lasted until 
1:30 a.m. Monday, July 9. 

Ultimately Couneilmember Tom 
White asked that the school 
board reinstate the routes that 
were the furthest from the school 
such as the three stops that serv¬ 
ed Boxwood Village and Lakeside 
North. He also asked that an ac¬ 
tivity bus be provided for stu¬ 
dents coming home late, to ex¬ 
plore Metro busing possibilities. 

Irate parents attacked the 
school board for its decision to 
require students to walk to 
school if they lived within a 2 
mile radius and did not have to 
cross dangerous streets. Other 
citizens pointed to Trim, the am¬ 
endment to the county charter 
which placed a cap on the 
amount of property taxes to be 
collected, as the real culprit. The 
completion of the overpass over 
the Baltimore-Washington (Glad¬ 
ys Noon Spellman) Parkway now 
makes the distance safe in the 
view of the Board of Education. 

An enraged Irene Hensel, her 
voice shaking with emotion, chal¬ 
lenged council members and citi¬ 
zens to come up with a good rea¬ 
son why students should have to 
walk the two miles to school, get¬ 
ting wet on rainy days and cold 
on snowy days, burdened by 
books, instruments and projects 
that equally were subject to the 
weather. 

She chided school board mem¬ 
ber Lesley Kreimer for suggest¬ 
ing that parents form car pools 
to take students to school. "It is 
not the responsibility of parents 
to provide transportation to a 
local high school,” she stated. "It 
is the county’s responsibility.” 
Sh^ also suggested that students 
might skip school altogether if 
they had to walk and they would 
be subjected to the emotional and 
physical trauma brought on by 
flashers, and dead bodies. Hen¬ 
sel was alluding to the "dead

body” of a woman killed in a 
nearby county and dropped along 
the Parkway near Powder Mill 
Road, the News Review later 
learned. 

Another parent, Joanne Levi, 
was equally upset. Living in Lake¬ 
side North apartments, her chil¬ 
dren would be subject to a 55-min¬ 
ute walk, she said, along areas in 
part without sidewalks and ade¬ 
quate lighting. She charged that 
students would be hustling rides, 
in itself a potentially dangerous 
situation with more traffic and 
more cars on the already over¬ 
burdened Greenbelt Road. "How 
dare anyone suggest carpools,” 
she demanded, noting that her 
working hours and those of 
many others would prevent them 
chauffering students to and from 
school each day. 

Former Roosevelt High School 
teacher, Katherine Keene pointed 
out the healthful benefits of 
walking. She urged citizens to 
consider the effects of Trim. 
"The price of civilization is tax¬ 
ation/’ she affirmed. "What more 
cuts do you want to have made?” 
she demanded, noting that the 
salaries of teachers, police and 
librarians were already suffering 
the effects of county budget cuts. 

Jeannette Gordy, a Greenbriar 
resident reminded council that 
she had never been in favor of 
the overpass, but now that it’s 
there "let the kids walk to 
school,” she bitterly proclaimed, 

Lesley Kreimer, Greenbelt’s 
representative to the county 
school board reported that the 
school board’s policy on walking 
had been in effect for two years 
and that students from other ar¬ 
eas of the county were walking 
equally far distances. “If there 
are unsafe walking conditions, 


The SLSC was originally to be 
known as Cooperative Mortgage 
Services (CMS). Due to a quirk 
in the Maryland corporate law, 
however, the word "cooperative” 
cannot be used in the name of a 
new company. Thus the new 
mortgage company will be known 
as Share Loan Service Corpora¬ 
tion.

let the board know,” she advised. 
“The safety of the children does 
come first,” But she reminded 
the audience that the school 
board's policy applies countywide 
—not just Greenbelt. 

John Huffman, director of 
transportation for the county 
school stystem, noted that the 
board's policy had resulted in re¬ 
ducing the number of buses by 
123 over the past two years, and 
that this resulted in more funds 
being available for teachers and 
books. "Students walk to Bowie 
High and Parkdale, Everyone 
within Greenbelt (the center 
core) is within the two-mile lim¬ 
it,” he claimed, based on meas¬ 
urements with a pedometer made 
by school staff. "If anyone thinks 
the distance is more than two 
miles, we will measure again,” he 
stated. 

While couneilmember Ed Pu- 
tens commented that he thought 
the transportation issue was a 
"tactic by the school board to 
amend Trim,” others in the au¬ 
dience differed. Couneilmember 
Richard Pilski asked the citizens 
to explore the effects of Trim, 
"It is not realistic to think we 
can bus children to Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt, There is no money. Do 
you want to ride or do you want 
them to learn? Be honest with 
yourself,” he said. "There is no 
money!” 

Couneilmember Toni Bram 
asked if the city could use its 
two buses (not yet in operation) 
to provide some transportation. 
City manager Jim Giese stated 
the buses, with a capacity of 
about 40 seats each, could not 
handle 200 students, busing them 
back and forth to school daily. 
The buses were not intended for 
that purpose, he said. 


ceived - one from Bruce Bowman 
and one from Leo Hool, a cur¬ 
rent member of the GHI Audit 
Committee. After discussion of 
the excellent backgrounds of 
both members, the board select¬ 
ed Bowman. Mention was made 
of his extensive experience with 
numerous cooperatives. There 
was also concern that Hool, a 
member of the Audit Committee 
which oversees the GHI board 
and operates independently of 
them, should not be put into a 
second position where he has to 
See GHI BOARD, page 3, col.

Plateau Place. Plan A (estimat¬ 
ed to cost $122,900) offers a 44 
ft. wide street with parallel par¬ 
king on both sides, a new side¬ 
walk along the south side and 
reconstruction of a portion of the 
existing (Greenbelt Homes Inc.- 
built) sidewalk on the north. The 
number of parking spaces would 
be increased by six. City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese presented 
this plan as "preferred.” The el¬ 
imination of perpendicular park¬ 
ing in favor of parallel parking, 
offering uniformity of appearance, 
would make the street more at¬ 
tractive. He also offered the pos¬ 
sibility of lining the street with 
trees (some tree loss would ac¬ 
company either plan). Perpen¬ 
dicular parking, used extensively 
in the North End, is considered 
to be unsafe on a through street. 
While Plateau Place currently 
dead ends, it is one of three 
North End streets, he said, which 
would service parcel one if that 
area is developed. 

Joseph Kielman, 1 court Pla¬ 
teau, asked the city to keep the 
perpendicular parking which he 
says is easier for him than find¬ 
ing a place to turn his car a- 
round in order to parallel park in 
front of his house. Others a- 
greed. 

Plan B ($105,300) would retain 
the concept of perpendicular par¬ 
king, but restrict parking to the 
north side of the street. There 
would be no sidewalk along the 
south side. The perpendicular 
parking areas are now grouped 
between the rows of houses ex¬ 
cept at the far end of Plateau. 
In redrawing the street, Progres¬ 
sive Engineering placed the par¬ 
king areas directly in frent of 
the homes. 

David Harwell, also a resident 
of Plateau Place, spoke against 
relocating the parking areas. 
The houses are below grade a- 
long the north side, "Keep the 
perpendicular parking and at the 
spot where it now is.” He also 
expressed concern about four 
crab apple trees in front of his 
row which would be lost to park¬ 
ing under plan B. 

Giese, not averse to the re¬ 
quests of Harwell and Kielman, 
pointed out to council that it 
"would be cheaper to work with 
the existing parking areas.” 

"I prefer looking (out of the 
house) at green trees, not the 
lights of cars,” added Dale Ja¬ 
cobson, a resident of the 3 court. 

Harry Bauldauf questioned 
the need for a second sidewalk 
as an unnecessary expense. 

Council 

Couneilmember Antoinette 
Bram, noticing that funds had 
been included for sod in the engi¬ 
neer’s estimates, asked whether 
any shrubs or trees had been 
planned. No, but there could be 
if council so directed, was the 
answer, 

"I agree with Mrs. Bram on 
beautification,” offered council- 
member Richard Pilski. At the 
same time, he told staff, “Find 
out how GHI is going to partici¬ 
pate,” 

The engineering firm will be 


asked to redraw the plans keep¬ 
ing the same perpendicular park¬ 
ing areas and with beautification 
added. 

Ridge Road 

The next portion of Ridge 
Road to be constructed runs from 
Southway to Westway. The esti¬ 
mated cost of $84,200 includes no 
sidewalks. While the council 
chamber was packed with people 
interested in other items on the 
agenda, only Stephen Curtis 
spoke on the Ridge Road im¬ 
provements. He questioned the 
city’s statement of "little tree 
loss” and asked about the 300 
or more yards of privet hedges 
along the street. Giese promis¬ 
ed to look at the tree problem 
and explained the city's policy of 
using its own public works crew 
to dig up and reset hedge rows 
so as to inconvenience residents 
as little as possible — a policy, 
he noted, that has been very suc¬ 
cessful in the past. 

Curtis’ statement that there is 
a "crying need for a sidewalk” 
along that stretch of Ridge Road 
prompted the city to send the 
Ridge Road plans back to the 
drawing boards also. 

Greenbelt Homes is expected to 
take up the street improvements 
at a future board meeting. 

Gunman Fires at Police 
In SHL Confrontation

A Greenbelt man held police 
at bay for more than three hours 
in a confrontation which took 
place in the early hours of July 
15 in the Springhill Lake area. 
According to a Greenbelt police 
department spokesman, the inci¬ 
dent started at about 1:50 a.m. 
when a man flagged down Green¬ 
belt police officer Pfe. Craig A. 
Rich and told him his roommate 
was tearing up the apartment. 
When Rich and other officers who 
had responded to assist ap¬ 
proached the building, the suspect 
confronted them from the apart¬ 
ment balcony. The officers took 
cover behind a police cruiser. Ac¬ 
cording to the police, the sus¬ 
pect subsequently fired one shot 
which smashed a cruiser window. 
The gun was later found to be 
a gas projectile pellet gun. The 
man also threw knives and other 
objects at the police. 

At about 4:55 a.m. the suspect, 
identified by the police as Mat¬ 
thew John Kernan of 9121 
Springhill Lane, Apt, 202, Green¬ 
belt, was apprehended without 
injury to anyone involved. No 
shots were fired by the police. 
Kernan was taken to Prince 
Georges General Hospital for 
psychiatric evaluation. After sev¬ 
eral hours, the doctors released 
him and he was taken back into 
custody. The suspect was charged 
with assault with intent to mur¬ 
der and attempted murder. He 
was incarcerated in lieu of 
$100,000 bond. 

According to the police, more 
than 30 officers were involved 
before the incident was over in¬ 
cluding the Prince Georges Emer¬ 
gency Services Team, off-duty 
Greenbelt officers and Prince 
Georges County patrol units.

answer directly to the board. 

The bylaws and articles of in¬ 
corporation of the new corpora¬ 
tion (SLSC) were also discussed. 
The SLSG should become incor¬ 
porated in July. 

Another major topic to be dis¬ 
cussed was the report on larger 
townhouse sub-surface problems. 
Mr. Petzold of Oyster, Imus, and 
Petzold, Inc. reported on the an¬ 
alysis completed by that comp¬ 
any. He indicated that water is 
running under the larger town- 
houses on Laurel Hill Road just 
as it did when that area was just 
a stream bed. He proposed chan¬ 
neling the water around the 
homes and back into the lower 
stream. When questioned as to 
what would happen to the homes 
if nothing were done, he said it 
was difficult to say. He was also 
vague as to the life expectancy 
of the system. 

GHI member Bobbi McCarthy 
questioned whether there was 
any guarantee that this system 
would do the job. The general 
manager stated that the project 
would be written with a 1-year 
workmanship guarantee, but that 
this would not guarantee that 
the problems would be corrected. 
Petzold did indicate that the af¬ 
fected members should see re¬ 
sults in about 3 months. McCar¬ 
thy urged Narasimhan to ask 
Petzold to provide a written 
statement as to the chances of 
no success, partial success, and 
full success using his proposed 
method. The board unanimously 
passed the motion that GHI 
management obtain bids to have 
the work completed as stated in 
the consultant’s report. 

Other items covered at the 
meeting included a review of 
Part X of the GHI rules and 
regulations on improvements and 
alterations. The board felt that 
the rules laid down were appro¬ 
priate but that the format was 
very confusing. They also re¬ 
quested that a section be added 
on how a member could apply for 
an exemption. Management a- 
greed to reorganize the layout 
and the board approved the new 
rules. 

A member on Laurel Hill Road 
appeared before the board to re¬ 
quest an exemption for a privacy 
screen to surround her shed. Af¬ 
ter much discussion, the exemp¬ 
tion was approved.

Council Tidbits 

Members of the Greenbelt Ten¬ 
nis Association appeared before 
council to ask that funds be allo¬ 
cated from the city's capital im¬ 
provement budget to re-surface 
the tennis courts this year. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld stated that the 
project was in the CIP budget, 
but that funds were not yet au¬ 
thorized. Tom White told the 
group that “tennis courts were 
not a high priority” with him, 
but that the issue might become 
part of a bond issue slated for 
voter referendum later this year. 
Barbara Moore, tennis association 
member, reminded council of the 
50-60 youngsters who have been 
recruited to participate in tennis 
activities. 

Jose Morales thanked council 
for the new light at Green Ridge 
House, but wondered when the 
city’s senior citizen bus would 
materialize. He was told that one 
bus was being driven down from 
Maine and a second bus, acquired 
from the Board of Education for 
$1,000, was due shortly. 

Over the objection of council 
member Antoinette Bram, council 
okayed a special exception for 
an automobile gas station to 
serve, primarily, the Capital Of¬ 
fice Park. Bram, who was not a 
member of council when the orig¬ 
inal agreement was made, called 
it “poor planning.” Councilmem- 
ber Thomas X. White countered, 
“I think the site is ideally suited 
for a gas station. I don't know 
what else would go there.” 

Council granted a two year 
waiver that it expects to make 
permanent. The county ha« orom- 
ised to pay the cost of widening 
Hanover ParKway adjacent io uie 
two new office buildings now un¬ 
der construction behind Green¬ 
way Center. The county will use 
T.T.F. funds.
